whether his irages go down or the prices of commodities go up. The result 
.to him is practically (he same when his wages are cut ten per cent, as it 
would be if the cost, of living went up to the same extent. 
When the prices 


of commodities increase it takes a considerable time, 
to 
convince 
the 


employers of labor that the rate of wages is not as great, relatively speak- 
ing, as it was. before. 


It is the purchasing power of the dollar that guides the wage earner as 


io whether his wages arc as high .as they should be. It is this same factor 
that makes the difference between the rate of wages in England and this 
country. 
A dollar in England nl UK; present lime will purchase more than 


twice as much as it would in this country. 
In England, too, the rate of 


wages follows the cost of living upward or downward more regularly than in 
this country. 
Prices in England are regulated by the laws of supply and 


demand, but here they arc regulated tnainly by artificial 
laws 
in 
which 


trusts, high tariffs and speculators are the chief factors.

No longer should there be any deserted farms 
in New England.

The farmer who cannot get rich with prices such as now 
prevail

docs not. want to work or he does not know his business. 


With the price of eggs so high there is great inducement 
to 
raise 


poultry; with beef and pork soaring there is big money to hi 
1, made on raising 


hogs and cattle for slaughter. 
These are but a few of the important oppor- 


tunities that invite the attention of the industrious and appeal especially 
to the money-making instincts of the farmer. 


Here in Massachusetts the soil is usually light and friable, so that it is 


easily tilled under ordinary circumstances, and as a rule is highly pro- 
ductive. 
Hut- if there be I'ew who can pnll up their stakes in the city and 


move to the rural districts or even to the, suburbs to take up farming, le( 
the men who reside in the city make Hit best of the opportunities that lie 


within their grasp. 


It would be well for those who have land suitable for cultivation within 


the city's limits or even at convenient points outside the city to advertise 


1he same in the press in order that as many as possible may be induced to 
take up the fanning industry even in a small way to supplement some other 
tailing. 


There are thousands of men in Lowell who could make money by cul- 


tivating a tract of land in the suburbs and raising vegetables of various 
kinds. 
In this way a man with a very l i t t l e capital can embark in a line 


of business that will benefit himself and others. 
If he cannot do the \\-nrk 


himself he will always be able to lind men ready to do it fur moderate wages. 


In this way men who work eight or nine hours a Any in factory and 


workshop might supplement their incomes by raising a crop of vegetables 
that would supply their family needs during the summer and even into 
the winter.

WAGES 
AND 
COST 
OF LIVING. 


In England for some time past a downward tendency in wages hns 


been causing as much concern to the people generally 
as 
the 
upward 


tendency in prices in this country. 
It differs little to 
the wage earner 


whether his wages go down or the prices of commodities go up. The result 
to him is practically the same when his wages are cut ten per cent, ns it 
would be if the cost of living went up to the same extent. 
When the prices 


of commodities increase it takes a considerable time 
to 
convince 
the 


employers of labor that the rate of wages is not as great, relatively speak- 
ing, as it was before. 


It is the purchasing power of the dollar that guides the wage earner as 


• to whether his wages are as high as IKcy should be. It is this same factor 
that makes the difference between the rate of wages in England and this 
country. A dollar in England at the present time will purchase more than 


• twice as much as it would in this country. 
In England, too, the rate of 


wages follows the «ost of living upward or downward more regularly than in 
this country. Prices in England are regulated by the laws of supply and 
demand, but here they are regulated mainly by artificial 
laws in 
which 


trusts, high tariffs and speculators arc the chief factors. 


THE 
IMPETUS TO 
FARMING. 


Never perhaps in the history of this country has (hero been a time when 


there was more inducement than there is at present to engage in the farm- 
ing industry. At last the farmer has the whip hand over the people of this 
country, and he can get almost any price he asks for his produce. 


•With wheat soaring over a dollar n bushel, cotton fifteen cents a 


• pound, eggs 55 cents a dozen, beef from. 30 to 50 cents a pound and other 


'. commodities proportionately high, there is certainly great inducement to turn 
back the stream that sets froin the farms to the big cities and hnve men 
leave the factories for the farms where they can probably earn more and 
work under better conditions. 
No longer should there be any deserted farms 


in New England. They should be all occupied and under profitable tillage. 
The farmer who cannot get rich with prices such as now prevail 
cither 


does not want to work or he does not know his business. 


TVith the price of eggs so high there is great inducement 
to raise 


. poultry; with beef and pork, soaring there is big money to be made on raising 


i hogs and cattle for slaughter. These are but a few of the important oppor- 


. lunities that invite the attention of the industrious and appeal especially 
. to the money-making instincts of the farmer. 


Here in Massachusetts the soil is usually light and friable, so that it is 


easily tilled under ordinary circumstances, and as a rule is highly pro- 
ductive. But if there be few who can pull up their stakes in the city and 
move to the rnrnl districts or even to the suburbs to take up farming, let 
the men who reside in the city make the best of the opportunities that lie 
within their grasp. 


It would be well for those who have land suitable, for cultivation within 


the city's limits or even at convenient points outside the city to advertise 


• the same in the press in order that ns many as possible may be induced to 
take up the farming industry even in a small way to supplement some other 
calling. 


There are thousands of men in Lowell who could make money by cul- 


tivating a tract of land in the suburbs and raising vegetables of various 
kinds. In this way a man with a very little capital cnn embark in a line 
of business that will benefit himself and others. 
If he cannot do the work 


himself he will always be able to find men ready to do it for moderate wages. 


In this way men who work eight or nine hours a day in factory and 


workshop might supplement their incomes by raising a crop of vegetables 
that would supply their family needs during the summer and even into 
the winter.
